Shops Line Street of Sorrow 
Way of the Cross Defaced by Commercialism

JERUSALEM (AP) — The 


Way of the Cross, the path the 
condemned Jesus followed from 
Pontius Pilate's court to the 
rocky hill where he' died, is only 
1,000 steps. 


Nearly 20 centuries later the 


traveler following those same 
steps may find the Via Dolorosa 
a Street of Sorrow, still—for an- 
other reason. Only the' most de-. 
vout pilgrim can close his eyes 
to its commercialism and secu- 
larism. 


Too often the visitor, remem- 


bering his early Bible training, 
has 
an- idealized vision of 


Christ's last agony, -perhaps ?. 
palm-shaded lane' leading to 
-a 


cloud-shrouded mountain. 


It is far from that. 
The Via Dolorosa Is a narrow, 


twisting, cobbled alley leading 
from the Lion's Gate in Jerusa- 
lem's eastern wall through the 
teeming heart of the Holy City 
to the Church of the' Holy Se- 
pulcher, marking the traditional 
site of Calvary and the entomb- 


ment. 


It is lined with countless shops 


bearing such impious names as 
Eighth Station Souvenir Bazaar, 
Peace Land Souvenir Shop or 
Holy Land Exhibit. 


Eager shopowners, who have 


looked forward to the Easter 
Week bonanza for a year, 
becken from doorways importun- 
ing the pilgrim to buy souvenirs 
—olive wood crucifixes, mother 
of pearl Bibles, rosaries, bro- 
cades, maps, guidebooks. 


The .truth is, the old walled 


city of Jerusalem is not unlike 
any other Arab quarter of the 
Middle East-filled' with the 
same sights, sounds and smells. 


Nine of the 14 Stations of the 


Cross—which the Bible and 
Christian tradition say mark 
crucial events along Jesus' path 
—are oh the' Via Dplorosa. The 
rest are inside .the Church of the 
Holy Sepulcher. Without a guide 
most of the stations are difficult 
to find as they are protected be- 
hind thick church walls dotting 
the Way of the Cross. 


The' names of some of these 


shrines must'be Christianity's 
most colorful: the Prison of 
Christ Monastery, the Sanc- 
tuary of the Flagellation, the 
Church of Our Lady of the 
Spasm and the Church of the 
Holy Face. 


Ironically, the first station, 


the praetorium where Jesus was 
condemned, is inside a -Moslem 
boys' school and the pilgrim 
must wend his way through 
crowds of shouting boys. The 
third station, where Jesus fell 
under the weight of the cross for 
the first time, was once a Turk- 
ish bath.,A tiny chapel run by 
Polish Catholics marks the spot. 
A combination museum and 
souvenir shop is at the' rear. 


Movie Posters 


Near the sixth station, where 


Veronica wiped the face of Je- 
sus, two Greek, Cypriot matrons, 
clad in austere' black, sit on 
folding stools to -catch their 
breath. They stare impassively 
at a wall covered with posters 
advertising Jerusalem's new 
films, including "Killer on a 
Horse" and "Hell Commandos." 


A lemonade seller, bells tin- 
kling, offers them a. cooling 
, drink. 


"Close to the seventh station, 
where Jesus fell the second 
time, a modern-day money- 
changer boasts he' cashes trav- 
eler's checks. 


Past the eighth station, where 


Jesus spoke to the daughters of 
Jerusalem, and the ninth, where 
He fell the third time, a standup 
narghileh—or water pipe—stall 
has a waiting line. The proprie- 
tor gives each smoker a fresh 
mouthpiece when he steps up 
for several puffs. 


The" crowds begin to thicken 


on the Christian Quarter Road 
just outside the Church of the 
Holy Sepulcher. Gino's Snack 
Bar, advertising spaghetti and 
pizza, is doing a brisk business. 


Express Laundry 


Outside the church courtyard, 


the owner of the Express Laun- 
dry takes a noonday nap, his 
head on an ironing board. Be- 
side the church entrance, an Is- 
raeli police sign warns visitors 
that inside they can't 
eat. 


smoke, play transistor radios or 
speak loudly. Babies and ani- 
mals are forbidden. 


The old Crusader Church of 


the Holy Sepulcher, badly dam- 
aged in an earthquake in 1927, is 
still under repair-. Work is not 
expected to be finished for 5 or 
10 years. The delay is blamed 
on church groups quarreling 
over how the restoration must 
be accomplished. 


Saladin, the Arab conqueror 


of Jerusalem, taking note of the 
bitter feuding, turned the key to 
the church over to a Moslem 
guard centuries ago. A Moslem 
family still has the key. 


A flight of steep stairs just in- 


side the door leads to the rocky 
summit where tradition says 
Christ died on the cross in the 
company of two thieves. 


A bearded monk gives a can- 


dle' to one of the devout, an eld- 
erly women hi black. She lights 
it and places it on the altar, 
closing her eyes in prayer. 


To her and others like her this 


is the only meaning of the Via 
Dolorosa—the Street of Sorrow.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon has increased slight- 
ly the pace of U.S. troop with- 
drawals from Vietnam, ordering 
another 100.000 men home by 
Dec. 1. But he rejected appeals 
to set a date for ending U.S. in- 
volvement. 


Nixon's 
a n n o u n c e m e n t 


Wednesday night raised the 
monthly troop pullout average 
to about 4,300, well below the 
hopes of some for a dramatic 
rise over the current 12,500 
monthly average rate, 


The new goal wiU drop the to- 


tal U.S. troop commitment to 
about 184,000 men, lowest in six 
years and 359,400 below the 
peak two years ago. 


However, this is unlikely to 


mollify antiwar critics hi Con- 
gress who have been pressing 
for a final U.S. disengagement, 
perhaps by the end of this year. 


Muskie Disappointed 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 


Maine, a potential Democratic 
candidate for the White House, 
was typical of those in Congress 
who indicated Nixon didn't go 
far enough. Muskie said he was 
"very disappointed." 


Obviously anticipating criti- 


cism, Nixon told his nationwide 
audience: 


"If the United States should 


announce that we. will quit re- 
gardless of what the enemy 
does, we would have thrown 
away our principal bargaining 
counter to win the release of 
American prisoners of war; we 
would, remove 
the . enemy's 


strongest incentive to end the 
war sooner by negotiations; and 
we will have given enemy..com- 
manders the exact information 
they need -to marshal their at- 
tacks against our remaining 
forces at their most vulnerable 
time." 


Serious Negotiations 


Once again, Nixon urged Ha- 


noi "to engage in serious nego- 
tiations" and especially to agree 
to "the immediate and uncondi- 
tional release of all prisoners of 
war throughout Indochina." 


While Nixon did not say just 


where the end of the tunnel h'es, 
he did say "I can assure you 


. with confidence that Ameri- 


can involvement in this war js 
coming to an end." 


And with an apparent refer- 


ence to .the 1972 presidential 
election, he invited the Ameri- 
can people to "hold me ac- 
countable if I fail."

FBI agents 
and police were seeking the 
remaing seven members. 


Bonds totaling $116.500 were 


set Wednesday for six of those 
arrested. The seventh failed to 
appear at the bond hearing. 


The 
132-count 
indictment, 


prepared by the Justice Depart- 
ment, charged the black street 
gang members with conspiracy 
to commit fraud, conspiracy to 
File false statements and ob- 
taining money by fraud from a 
$927,341 grant from the Office 
of Economic Opportunity to 
The 
Woodlawn 
Organization 


(TWO) on the city's South Side. 


The indictments were re- 


turned Tuesday but suppressed 
until Wednesday to allow FBI 
and police officials to arrest 
those charged. 


The' grand jury action was 


another setback to gang lead- 
ership, whose ranks have been 
thinned through prison sen- 
tences, pending trials and po- 
lice pressure. 


The indictment charged that 


the gang leaders systematically 
stole funds from the program 
by claiming salaries between 
$3,840 and $6,500. a year for 
teaching duties they' did not 
perform. 


. 
Sham Classes 


Between June 2, 1967. and 


July 13, 1968. the indictment 
charges, "the only classes held 
were sham classes to convince 
OEO and TWO that classes 
were being held." 


The indictment also charged 


the leaders with forging names 
of persons purporting -to be 
trainees on class attendance' 
sheets and salary checks. 


The defendants also divided 


the $45 and $48 weekly trainee 
checks among themselves and 
demanded and received kick- 
backs from other gang mem- 
bers, the indictment charged. 


The Black P Stone Nation ,is 


a federation of black street 
gangs on the South Side. Lead- 
er Jeff Fort, 24, was one of the 
23 named in the indictment. He 
already was in Cook County 
Jail awaiting trail on attempted 
murder charges. 


Three of those indicted, in- 


cluding the gang's reputed No. 2 
man, Charles Edward Bey, 26. 
were among seven P Stone Na- 
tion members charged last Au- 
g_ust in the fatal shooting of po- 
liceman James A. Alfano. All 
seven were found innocent of 
the charges last January. 


The grand jury investigation

Tuesday's Election Results 


The narrow margin by which Al 


"\Voehler was elected Outagamie 
County's first executive can be ascribed 
to the fact that voters had a choice 
between two excellent candidates for 
the position and that the campaign was 
extremely hard fought. 


It was an important decision for the 


future of Outagamie County, and for the 
future of county government in 
Wisconsin for that matter. And the slim 
majority which put Mr. Woehler into 
office should encourage him to devote 
the utmost of his abilities to the job 
before he faces re-election. 


Mr. Woehler is well qualified by 


experience for the responsibilities which 
the statute adopted two years ago assign 
to the position as the executive head of 
county government His performance 
therefore will be judged on how 
positively he asserts those respon- 
sibilities. 


There's an interesting contrast to the 


election of an executive in Outagamie 
County and a similar election in Brown 
County Tuesday. In the latter case the 


candidate with the most experience in 
county government, Board Chairman 
Lester Hansen, lost out to a county 
political office holder, Clerk of Courts 
Donald Holloway. Holloway, like James 
Long of Appleton, has been a successful 
Republican office-seeker. 


Rather surprising were the margins 


by which referendums calling for the 
expenditure of additional tax monies 
were adopted in the city of Appleton for 
the b'ls subsidy, and in Brown County for 
a bond issue to finance a new Mason 
Street bridge in Green Bay. 


Generally it is assumed that any 


referendum asking people to approve 
additional government expenditures 
faces an uphill battle. But these two 
results Tuesday also would indicate that 
voters will respond favorably if a 
thorough educational campaign is 
conducted on the merits of such 
proposals. And in this regard we recall 
the substantial margins by which 
bonding for bridge construction was 
approved in the city and town of 
Menasha last November. 


U.S. Arms Kill Pakistanis 


The matter of our helping foreign 


nations with military aid has been a 
consistently controversial matter. Are 
we helping other nations to repel outside 
aggressors or merely to maintain in 
power dictatorial regimes? 


The question has arisen again in 


regard to the fight between East and 
West Pakistan. 


According to a British, correspondent 


in Dacca before all newsmen were 
ejected, the army of Pakistan, which 
means West Pakistan, moved in with 
tanks and mortar fire and killed, ac- 
cording to his estimate some 7,000 
civilians in East Pakistan. The weapons 
used were part of the $2 billions worth of 
military aid the United States has given 
or loaned to Pakistan since that nation 
became independent of Great Britain. 


So what is the responsibility of the 


United States in this fracas? Obviously 
there are no outside agressive forces 
against East Pakistan, unless one 
considers those of West Pakistan exactly 
that. Should this be a united nation, a' 
thousand miles apart and should United 
States military equipment be deciding 
the issue? 


Once again we would like to have 


more information on how decisions are 
made to send military equipment to the 
variety of nations, some of them 
definitely 
leaning 
away 
from 


democratic concepts, and who deter- 
mines them. The slaughter in East 
Pakistan has been brutal, perhaps no 
more so than in parts of Indochina. But 
must we continue to contribute or even 
lead the way in providing the weapons of 
slaughter? 


The Future of the Menominees 


The vote by the Menominee In- 


dians for or against the continuation 
of the voting trust was anything but 
conclusive. Of the votes counted, the 
opposition led by DRUMS (Deter- 
mination for Rights and Unity of 
Menominee Shareholders) won out, but 
of all the votes available, DRUMS did 
nothave a majority. The matter will now 
go to court to determine whether the 
First Wisconsin Trust Company of 
Milwaukee can or should have the right 
to vote the shares of minor children and 
incompetents. TheFirst Wisconsin voted 
those shares in favor of continuing the 
trust 


The major issue, but not the only one, 


has been the decision of Menominee En- 
terprises to develop and sell land at 
Legend Lake to outsiders. The decision 
was made in order to raise the tax base 
of the area and financially speaking it 
was undoubtedly a wise one. Menominee 
County is not a wealthy one and the 
money to be raised in the future from the 
sale of lumber will dwindle. The only 
other major source of income is the lease 
of part of the Wolf River to the state of 
Wisconsin. 


But there has been developing among 


Americans Indians, as among other non- 
whites, pressure toward maintaining 
•their own traditions and cultures rather 
'than being assimilated by whites, and 
even antagonism toward integration in 


schools and other public facilities. There, 
is a new pride growing among the Indian 
people in that they understand more the 
needs of ecology than do the whites who 
have exploited and plundered. There is a 
new defiance of reservation regulations, 
new claims to territory, new demands 
for reparations. And generally the 
courts have agreed to the legal actions. 
Moreover, there is some sense of shame 
among whites over that manifest destiny 
of the 19th Century, the massacres such 
as at Wounded Knee which paralleled 
My Lai, 
the breaking of treaties 


matching all those that the Russians 
have ended. There is also the realization 
that the whites can learn something 
from the Indians whom they have often 
scorned over the last couple of centuries. 


The Menominee Reservation status 


was ended arbitrarily, practically by 
one man, Senator Arthur Watkins, 
who made only a casual stop in the area. 
Menominee Enterprises was set up in 
1961 to take over as the tribal 
organization was dissolved. But those 
who support DRUMS are not so sure the 
tribe should have been dismantled. The 
changing attitude among Indians as to 
their status is making the difference. 


The future 
of Indian groups 


throughout the country is quite likely to 
become increasingly concerned with 
emphasis upon maintaining their 
identity as Indians and as members of a 
particular tribe.

precautions, replacing their 
diplomats with hard-eyed 
KGB types, but even secret 
policemen have their noise 
thresholds, and it must have 
been sheer hell. 


Made No Sense 


Those who were trying to 


make sense out of events had a 
hard time. Every morning the 
White House specialists went 
over all the latest intelligence 
material,butit was extremely 
difficult to sort out the signals 
from the static. The only 
reporters in Peking were 
Japanese, who spent their 
time rushing around reading 
the "Big Character" posters 
that seemed to be the main 
communications 
devices. 


Chinese radio stations were 
mostly unhelpful—indeed, in 
crucial areas, some of them 
were off the air for months. 


The best sources were the 


"China Watchers," perched 
precariously in Hong Kong, 
who spent their time talking to 


refugees, reading papers that 
came over the border, and, 
seemingly at times, visiting 
astrologers. The United States 
Consulate had a particularly 
skilled staff, though the 
burden was" overwhelming. 
Mao was up! Mao was down! 
Mao was dead! Mao was

alive! The Red Guards had 
taken control in Tibet... the 
Army in Tibet had suppressed 
the Red Guards. So it went, 
month in, month out.

three men seemed able to 
make sensible patterns out of 

Ed Rice, 
our consul general in Hong 
Kong, Paul Kreisberg, a

S. Elegant, Hong Kong bureau 
chief of the Los- Angeles 
Times. Neither Rice nor 
Kreisberg is in a position to go 
public, but now fortunately 
Elegant has brought out a 
masterful analysis of Red 
China's travail. "Mao's Great 
Revolution" (World) may be 
replaced by more detailed, 


inch by inch, scholarly studies 
as more facts leak out. But I 
doubt if it will ever be mat- 
ched as a synoptic tour de 
force. 


Tore Country Apart 


Elegant begins with Mao's 


disillusionment in the late 50s 
and with his paranoidal 
conviction that only the 
existence 
of 
sinister, 


traitorous forces within the 
regime could account for the 
appalling economic conditions 
that existed. A classic 
megalomaniac, the aged 
chairman set his course 
towards "instant" Com- 
munism, 
a course that 


required the elimination of the 
reactionary forces blocking 
progress, notably the Com- 
munist Party hierarchy. The 
youth became the chosen 
instruments of his revenge 
and for three years they tore 
the country apart. 


This anarchy obviously 


could not last forever, but 
there remained only one 
agency in the country that 
could try to put the pieces 
back together: the Army.

thereby drawing men together 
in the movement toward eterni- 
ty-Various theories have been 
advanced as to the profound 
transaction that took place that 
day. some of them couched in 
the thought patterns and image- 
ry of the past, yet all of them 
reflecting a 
central 
theme, 


namely: 


That on the Cross, divine com- 


passion absorbed men's worst 
depredations, and in the mighty 
dynamic of love, accepts men 
anyhow, forgives them and em- 
braces them. 


"The Cross is the central 


manifestation of God's partici- 
pation in the suffering of the 
world." writes the late Paul Til- 
lich. But it also is an "actualiza- 
tion," he adds, since anything 
that "becomes manifest" is an 
active reality. 


•'Something happens through 


a manifestation which has ef- 
fects and consequences. The 
guilty conscience looks at the 
Cross and sees God's atoning 
act in it and through it. namely, 
his taking upon himself the de- 
structive consequences of man's 
estrangement from him.'' 


Takes Its Toll 


To illustrate on the human 


level, whenever anyone cares 
for another, it takes its toll in 
the necesity of becoming in- 
volved in the other's problems, 
responding to his needs, sharing 
his difficulties, weaknesses and 
pain, even his guilt.

In a simple way, it's like a

In a sense, although divine re- 


sources are considered limit- 
less, the Cross reveals that God. 
in his love and grant of free will 
to men, is somehow vulnerable 
to their perversity, swallowing 
up the grief and pangs of their 
wrong doing. 


In the classic views 'of the cru- 


cifixion, several interpretations 
are offered, including: 


—The' ransom theory: That 


Jesus, through his death, paid a 
ransom for man's release from 
the power of evil. As man. Jesus 
acted in the name of all human 
nature, and since he also is di- 
vine, his life had such worth 
that it settled for all human sin. 
He "gave himself a ransom for 
all," writes Paul. 


—The moral influence theory: 


Based largely on subjective fac- 
tors, this view holds that the 
Cross set before men a great, 
permanent example and influ- 
ence. which draws men to 
Christ and points them the way 
to 
reconciliation with 
God 


through self-surrendering work 
in behalf of others. "And I, 
when I am lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men to my- 
self," Jesus said. 


—The victory theory: That in 


the crucifixion, a titanic battle 
took place between good and 
evil, in which the satamic pow- 
ers that, enslaved man were 
crushed.

Christ, man shares in the victo- 
ry. "We are more than conquer- 
ors through him that loved us," 
says the epistle to the Romans. 


—The substitionary theory: 


"The damage that was done is 


carried by the person who was 
injured rather than by the per-!

"The person who is right takes 
the loss."

Nevertheless, the various in- 


sights seem to supplement one 
another, and are basically com- 
patible. 


Most Christians see the cruci- 


fixion not as a mere revealing 
influence, but as somehow being 
a real saving act of itself, an act 
of God's purpose and love for 
men that specifically benefits 
them in and of itself. 


"It is a realization that costly 


suffering voluntarily and hum- 
bly endured, above all the costly 
suffering of the righteous, pos- 
sesess an atoning power, and 
can be beneficial to others than 
the sufferer himself," says Brit- 
ish theologian John D. Kelly. 


He adds the "saving effect" of 


Jesus' death is extended "poten- 
tially if not actually to the en- 
tire -human race because at a 
deeper level than their frag- 
mented individuality, all men 
and women form a unity with 
one another." 


Jesus was like a "rock" in the 


midst'of a whirlpool, says theo- 
logian Vernard Eller. A rock 
"does not resist, does not fight 
back," yet it absorbs the pun- 
ishment of the current and "dis- 
plays a courage, strength and 
power which in the very truth is 
capable of conquering the vio- 
lence of the "whirlpool."

lar ice caps. 


Growth Rate 


At Mauna Loa, the National 


Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration said,, the annual 
growth rate of carbon dioxide in 
the atmosphere was three times 
greater from 1968 through 1970 
than it was during the middle 
1960s. 


"It is vital to know whether 


the Mauna Loa growth rate is 
typical of the globe as a whole." 
the agency said. 


Next year, it said, plans call 


for establishing a dean-air mon- 
itoring station at Point Barrow, 
Alaska, and one at the South 
Pole. 


Other sites being considered 


for future stations indude New 
Zealand, an island south of the 
equator and a mountain peak in 
South America.

1 am sure, that 
tuberculin testing is a very 
useful tool Yet I cannot help 
but feel that it has caused much 
grief and unhappiness. 


In fact, this -letter is the 


I am familiar 
with. One parent, over 40.- had a 
mild reaction to the test recent- 
ly. The rest of the family was 
found negative.

Alice Cooper is the name 


taken by a young man from 
Phoenix and also used by his 
five-man rock group. Their 
name, their costuming and 
eye makeup worn on stage 
are unisex. Their music is 
aggressive hard rock and 
Cooper's views are of male 
superiority. 


He says, "The purpose of 


rock music is sex. It doesn't 
exactly hit you in the brain. 
The drums, that 
four-four 


beat, is a sex feeling. Pop 
music used to be romantic. 
We're romantic in a more 
open, rough, sex way. We play 
hard rock, which is very loud 
sex music. 


"Most of the lyrics are 


about 'I'd like to get that girl. 
I'm impressed by her beauty 
or personality or she is just 
plain sexy.' I don't think that 
puts women down. It should 
be a compliment to them. I 
think women are sex objects 
and I think that's why they're 
here," 


In hard rock, the drum beat 


and the volume, of the am- 
pified guitars are everything. 
The lyrics frequently are un- 
intelligible. 


In soft rock, which is by far 


more dominant at present, the 
lyrics are of prime impor- 
tance, and most of them are 
gentle and introspective.

'Sin Was That Which Was Destructive to Man 


Thursday, Aprils, 1971 


The sermons running 


this week in The Post- 
Crescent were presented 
by clergymen of 
different 


faiths during a city-wide 
ecumenical Lenten series. 
The Rev. Kenneth En- 
gelman, pastor of First 
United Methodist Church, 
spoke on "The Face of Sin 
in Scripture and in 1971." 


BY THE REV. KENNETH 
ENGELMAN 


There are a variety of ways 


of approaching sin in Scrip- 
ture, and because of the broad 
nature of the subject, I want 
to limit myself to how 1 
understand Jesus' view of sin 
in His time. 


First. Jesus seemed to feel 


that sin was that which was in 
essence destructive to the 
human being. For example, 
there is a bit in the Gospel of 
Mark where Jesus and his 
Disciples are accused by the 
Pharisees for 
eating 
the 


heads of wheat on the Sabbath 
to satisfy their hunger. And 
Jesus replied: 


"Have you never read what 


David did that time when he 
needed something to eat? He 


and his men were hungry so 
he went into the house of God 
and ate the bread offered to 
God." 


It's not lawful to do that. 


Only the priests are supposed 
to do that. But Jesus said 
unto them, "the Sabbath is 
made for men, and not man 
for the Sabbath." 


In short, He was concerned 


with the human condition. And 
He was much more concerned 
with the shiner than with the 
act of sin itself. He was so 
concerned with die individual 
that He seemed .to handle 
every situation on its own. 


There's another story in 


Scriptures to illustrate that: 
In the synagogue they brought 
a man with a withered hand 
and everyone was watching to 
see if Jesus would heal him 
on the Sabbath, because it 
was against the law. 


And Jesus healed the man 


despite that, which says to me 
that Jesus was concerned with 
the human being and that sin 
was that which was destruc- 
tive, whether it was ritual or 
not. 


For Jesus, sin was primar- 


ily an inner quality of life. He 
was not a diehard when it 
came to rituals. That's illus- 
trated many times. 


Remember,the forgiveness 


bit with Peter? Seven being 
the holy number, Peter said, 
"How many times am I going 
to have to forgive a man? 
Seven times? And Jesus said, 
"seventy times seven." Now. 
if you get bogged down to 
literalism, you'll figure out 
that came to 490. Of course, 
Jesus didn't mean that. He 
simply said there was a 
quality of life within a human 
being that enables him to 
accept another human being 
for what he is. Everything 
else is a numbers game. 


In brief, Jesus saw sin as 


that which was humanly de- 
structive; he was more con- 
cerned with the sinner than 
with the. sin and sin was 
essentially an inner quality of 
life. 


Now we come to sin in 1971. 
It means at least this — 


primarily broken and severed 
relationships, particularly in 
reference to man's relation- 
ship to man. 


That's in the Bible too — 


the parable of the Prodigal 
son. 
After the son realized 


what he had been doing; he 
also realized that it was not* 
the damaging thing he was 
doing, but the fact that he had 
broken relationships. 


So there you have it; he 


was lost not because of deeds, 
but because he chose to 
separate himself from other 
human beings. 


That's the generation gap in 


1971 in Appleton. It's not a 
generation gap at all as far as 
age is concerned. Rather, it's

a "style of life gap." But that 
is sin. Not because who does 
what or v.iien but because of 
the severed and fractured 
relationships and the inability 
to listen and really hear what 
another is saying. 


Most of us, you see, are 


prodigals. We live in a foreign 
land from each other. And 
when we come to our senses, 
\\e will discover that the sin 
is healed when the relation- 
ship is mended. 


Let me move to another 


section of sin in the 1970s and 


that refers to man's relation- 
ship to himself. Sin in relation 
to ourselves is our own per- 
sonal refusal to be a free, 
autonomous, spontaneous hu- 
man being. 


There is a poster in my 


study and on it is a picture of 
a cocoon. Superimposed on 
the cocoon is a butterfly and 
the caption on it reads: "You 
can fly, but that cocoon has to 
go." • 


All right, Sin is the cocoon. 


It is the refusal to accept 
ourselves as a free, autono- 
mous, spontaneous human be- 
ing. 
. 


You see, in the New Testa- 


ment, man is seen in the light 
of a free man. Jesus was a 
free man. 


Not to accept the autonomy 


that's proper to a free person 
is sin. We need to decide what 
we will do with ourselves. To 
refuse to do that is sin. It's a 
lack of self-fulfillment; it's a 
turning away from the source 
of life. 


Sin in the 20th century, 


therefore in terms of my 
relationship to my neighbor, is 
the separation, the broken- 
ness. In terms of the relation- 
ship to myself, it is the 
refusal to acknowledge my 
own quality, my own possibil- 


ity as a human being. 


There are two other aspects 


of sin. 


The first is what I call the 


collective, or the corporate 
nature of sin, and the fact 
that it is more than indivi- 
dual. Let me give you an 
example. 


Have you been following the 


My Lai situation? You don't 
like this chap Cally, do you? 
Why? We don't know who's 
guilty. Calley? The man above 
him? Joint Chiefs of Staff? 
The President? 
You? Me? 


Who's guilty? 


We all. are. That is the 


corporate nature of sin. We 
all are. 


And there's one more area. 


It's what I call the ambigu- 
ousness of sin. That is to say, 
the confused nature of sin in 
the 20th century. 


Sin is the face of confusion 


and the refusal to honestly face 
the implication of that confu- 
sion and the refusal to take a 
stand in the > midst of it. 


Like, for example, what-are 


you going to do about abor- 
tion, and the issue of war ... 
about pollution ... or the 
ecological situation? 


What are you going to do 


about the fact that there is a 
church in this city practically 


on every corner that is used 
about two hours a week? \' 
t 


These are ambiguous things. 


They're confused and they're 
problematic. 


What is sin in the face of 


that? Sin is the copping out 
and not dealing with it: "I 
don't really know what I could 
do about the war situation," 
or, "I really don't understand 
this changing sex pattern. 1 
hope these kids know what 
they're doing. It's their prob- 
lem, not mine." 


That's sin. That's sin be- 


cause I am refusing to take 
upon myself the authentic and 
autonomous responsibility of 
choice and action and I'm 
backing away from it. 


Let me recap briefly. I said 


that Jesus saw sin in primari- 
ly three ways: It was that 
which was humanly destruc- 
tive, He was more concerned 
with the sinner than the sin, 
and that sin essentially was 
an inner quality of life. 


In 1971 it is a broken 


relationship, a refusal to ac- 
cept yourself as a free person. 
Sin is also corporate and it is 
ambiguous. And in the face of 
ambiguity, sin is "copping 
out."

Thus 
in 1956 retirement for the first 
time was provided for workers 
disabled before reaching pen- 
sion age. And in 1965, after 
years of argument, Medicare, 
the plan under which Social 5 
curity pays much of the health 
care expenses of elderly re- 
tirees, came into being. 


The family insurance factor of 


Social Security, the protection 
guaranteed to wives and chil- 
dren in case of a breadwinner's 
death, now reaches 95 out of ev- 
ery 100 children under 18 in the 
country.

Special Groups 


From the start, the financing 


of Social Security has caused 
controversies. There was a sen- 
timent for a three-way split of 
the cost among employers, em- 
ployes and the general funds of 
the Treasury. But President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and his 
advisers decided the system had 
a better chance if self-financed. 


So the payroll tax on worker 


and employer has been used 
ever since, with only minor gen- 
eral fund infusions to take care 
of special groups.

:rom time to time, have pro- 
duced a sound fund, capable oi 
meeting foreseeable obligations. 


The price, however, has been 


steeply mounting payroll taxes, 
not only paying for current out- 
lays of the systen but building 
up trtst funds that now own. a- 
significant part of the nationai 
debt. 


Ultimate Payout 


When Social Security started, 


the maximum tax was $30 a 
year each on worker and em- 
ployer.

Urement, the payroll tax paid 
by a worksr is a bargain. Nev- 
ertheless, as a current obliga- 
tion that starts with the first 
dollar earned, the payroll levy 
can be a heavier burden for 
some low-income families than 
income tax. 


The congressional decision to 


increase benefits this year but 
let the tax boost wait until 1972 
was criticized by President Nix- 
on, who had recommended si- 
multaneous adjustments. 
But 


there is reason to believe it was 
not wholly unwelcome through- 
out the administration, 
con- 


cerned with an economy that re- 
mains sluggish and unemploy- 
ment that continues high despite 
generous doses of relatively 
easy money. t 
Precisely such moves as the 


Social Security benefit increase 
—putting out 3.4 billion quickly 
spent dollars and postponing the 
countervailing tax increase until 
next year when things may be 


livelier—are what some eco- 
nomic doctors are ordering. 


Normally the payroll tax is, 


on balance, a restraining factor 
in the economy. Each year it 
produces more revenue than is 
needed to pay benefits for that 
year. The surplus goes into trust 
funds intended to make sure 
that the system will be able to 
meet future obligations to its 
growing number of beneficiar- 
ies. 


Social 
Security, 
obviously, 


does not keep its surplus in 
shoeboxes. By law, the funds 
are invested in government 
bonds. In effect, the government 
borrows the surplus as fast as it 
accumulates, paying on each in- 
crement an interest rate based 
on the current cost of borrowing 
in the open market. 


At the end of 1970 the Social 


Security trust 
funds totaled 


$41.5 billion, invested at an av- 
erage rate of 5.2 per cent. The 
major funds, for retirenent and 
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disability, are expected to earn 
more than $2 billion interest for 
the system during 1981. The 
funds are expected to grow by 
about $3.5 billion during the 
year. 


When the President makes up 


his annual budget, should he to- 
tal in with other receipts the 
yield of the payroll tax and list 
benefit outlays along with other 
expenditures—even though So- 
cial Security is. in a real sense, 
distinct from other government 
operations? Since midway in the 
Lyndon B. Johnson administra- 
tion this has been done and it 


has been argued over, mainly 
because the result is to show 
smaller budget deficits than 
would have resulted from the 
old system of separating trust 
funds operations from the gen- 
eral operating budget. 


Economists say the new "uni- 


fied budget" provides the best 
measure of the government's 
role in either stimulating or re- 
straining the economy, because 
it reflects the total amount of 
money the government takes 
out of the economy and the total 
it puts in through spending and 
grants.

(To illustrate, the 
number of cereal package' sizes 
has been cut from 33 to 16; of 
detergent package sizes, from 
24 to 6; of toothpaste container 
sizes, from-57 to 5.)

tional information are: 


— Food Dating: You have 


made plain English dating of all 
perishable foods a popular con- 
sumer issue. As a direct result,

several stores and chains are 
now abandoning the cryptic 
code which hide' from us the 
dates at which certain foods 
became stale and are experi- 
menting Avith "open dating" 
systems and "freshness codes" 
we can understand. Keep up the 
pressure and you will win this 
one soon. 


— Calorie Counts: I cannot 


exaggerate the frustration I feel 
when I buy a food labeled 
"diet" and then cannot find how 
many calories there are in a 
slice or cup or tablespoon. This 
should be mandatory on at least 
the diet foods. We also should 
be able to tell how much lower 
in fats the so-called lower fat 
foods are. 


— Net Weight: If we kne'w the 


net weight of soups, for in- 
stance, we could compare the 
volume of real food — meat. 
i vegetables, etc. — in various 
! soups. In many cases, we would 
find .a concentrated, t h i c k 
meaty soup is a much greater 
value" at 45 cents a can than a 
watered-down equivalent at 30 
cents. 


— Key Ingredients: Labels 


should tell us what proportion of 
'beef stew" actually is beef, 
what proportion of fruit is in a 
fruit drink. Or how much chick- 
en is in frozen breaded chicken 
as against >bread, flour or 
whatever. Bread is not chicken. 


— Simple Meat Labels: Each 


label should disclose the 


primal cut" — the origin of 
each piece of meat (rib, loin, 
chuck, flank). 


I repeat, this is merely a 


beginning. It was a full year 
ago that the White House Con- 
ference on Food, Nutrition and 
Health recommended that all 
included on food package' labels 
should be: 


Recommended food storage 


conditions (how long 'a package 
of frozen beans should be kepi 
in the freezer); 


A universal simple "a-b-c" 


grading system for foods to 
eliminate our confusion because 
of the variety of federal food 
grading systems (especially im- 
portant in meat); 


Clear explanation If the food 


is new or synthetic. 


Sure, new labeling require- 


ments may hike costs in the 


short run, and certainly the food- 
processing industry will try to 
pass the costs on to us. But 
that's no argument against la- 
bels essential to our health; in 
fact, this is one extra cost I'll 
gladly share.
